He entered newspaper work in 


1877 when he was only 18, and he 
never deserted it until 1929 when 
he retired, still a hale and hearty 
man, 
who wanted "some play 


time in life." 


After Woodson withdrew from 


active work he traveled extensive- 
ly with his wife, but he must have 
o v e r e s t i m a t e d his desire for 
"play." In 1933 he was back in 
the councils of the Democratic 
Party and filling the post of alien 
property custodian at Washington. 


Woodson never missed a na- 


tional Democratic convention af- 
ter his first in 1880, and off and 
on through his career, he held 
several positions with the party. 


Like the loyal Kentuckian he 


was, he attended more than 40 
Kentucky derbies, often recalling

hired for 30 days. Then they 
must be certified by relief authori- 
ties as needy, and will take their 
places in the file of those awaiting 
assignment to WPA jobs.

Some of the boys 
had been employed weeding and 
joined Bloise. 


On the way 'over the boys had 


been shooting with an air rifle. As 
they approached the Apuzzo faj-m. 
Bloise went on ahead and entered 
the barn. 


Seizes Gun 


There he seized the double- 


parreled shotgun alongside the 
'eed bin and retreated to a hay- 
mow in the rear of the barn. 
From the haymow he poked the 
gun out through a hole in the 
siding and called to the other 
boys. 


"Stop, or I will shoot," and 


when the other three lads were 
about 25 feet away he pulled the 
trigger. The other lads believing 
Bloise was fooling paid no atten- 
tion to his warning. 


Both barrels were discharged 


and the charge took effect in 
young Williams' side and shoulder. 
Frank fell to the ground. 


Bloise and the other lads rushed 


to his aid and as Bloise approached 
Frank Williams looked up. 


"You dope," he cried and in a 


few moments he was dead. 


Bloise said, "I didn't mean to 


shoot you."

EVERYBODY PAYS TAXES 


A hidden tax is a tax which the consumer 


pays wherever he buys an article, but which 
is "hidden" because it is not paid as a tax but 
is included in the purchase price. 


No matter what you buy, you pay not one, 


but dozens of these hidden taxes—even upon 
the vital necessities of life. Tax analysts 
have shown there are at least 52 hidden taxes 
in every ordinary loaf of bread. In a bar of 
soap there are 154 hidden taxes. The price 
of an average pair of shoes includes 125 hid- 
den taxes. 


Tax experts have revealed in a study that 


in the manufacture and sale of a dress there 
are 125 hidden taxes paid from the cotton 
grower to the retailer. Nine taxes are paid 
by the cotton grower, 12 by the cotton gin- 
ner, 16 by the transportation companies, 14 
by the cotton mill, 14 by the bleachers and 
dyers, 14 by the button and trimming manu- 
facturers, 14 by the dress manufacturers, 16 
by dress wholesalers, and 16 taxes paid by 
the retailer. These prices are passed along 
in the price of the dress. 


Amazing as this may seem, even more 


amazing are the published results of a nation- 
wide survey which included men and women 
in every walk of life and showed that 25 per 
cent of American voters did not know they 
were paying hidden taxes at all. 


Everybody pays taxes and the money is 


used to pay the government's debts. 


THIS ERA'S PIONEERS 


Illinois has a new law requiring persons to 


be residents of the state for three years be- 
fore they can receive relief, regardless of 
their need. The Chicago Daily News preaches 
a little sermon on this which is worth study. 


"This country was settled and built by 


'floaters', if you prefer the term to 'pio- 
neers'," it says. "Still, our past depressions, 
even the post-frontier variety, have begun to 
be cured when economic conditions, reviving 
sporadically and simultaneously on widely 
separated fronts, have set in flux tides of 
migratory workers seeking new and produc- 
tive outlets for their skills and energies." 


Today we are afraid of these people and 


the problems they may create, and we try to 
make regulations to keep thrn out. It is 
natural for a state that hasn't solved its own 
unemployment and relief problems to hesi- 
tate to take on the overflow from other 
states. Yet there is peril, too, in building 
walls at state borders against all seekers for 
work or help or both. We may shut out, with 
such harsh and inflexible laws, potentially 
valuable citizens as well as consumers of local 
products. We inspire other states to raise 
like barriers against us. It's an unenlight- 
ened way to try to avoid unpleasant prob- 
lems, and it is not likely to be a successful 
way. 


dMtpijr and turning them to purposes of con- 
•ervBtion. About nine million acres have 
been so bought. Theae were lands unsuited 
to raising (arm crop*. Some of them have 
been turnd to national forests. Some to graz- 
ing, some to recreation, some to sanctuaries 
for various forms of wild life.

This is "giving the country back to the 


Indians" not as a backward step but as a 
forward one. Indians, trees, birds and beasts 
were driven away too fast in the early days. 
Encouraging the natural things now helps to 
restore the balance. It turns the tide from 
destruction of the natural resources to the 
wise and foresighted use of them. 


MARRIAGE CAPITAL 


There always have been plenty of mar- 


riages in Reno, city famed for divorces, be- 
cause so many of the divorced immediately 
married again. But the record for July is 
surprising. It was 1,014 marriages to 203 
divorces. 


That is five times as many matrimonial 


starts as break-ups. But even if there were 
more marriages and no divorces Reno would 
still be, to most people, the "divorce capital" 
of the United States. Names persist, particu- 
larly sensational ones.

VALUED HONESTY 


Johnny Curtis, a messenger boy in Santa 


Rosa, Calif., has had a first-hand lesson in 
human nature. Recently he found 52,000 in 
cash and returned it to the owner, receiving 
a nickel in reward. 


Virtue is its own reward, we know, and 


Johnny, with no financial recompense, would 
always know that he had done right and 
would carry his head a little higher in self- 
respect for his action. But the nickel reward 
was certainly pickayunish, and less satisfac- 
tory than a simple expression of gratitude 
and appreciation unaccompanied by money. 


However, 
Johnny's 
adventure became 


known and his honesty was much admired 
by other Santa Rosans. Some one started a 
movement to get him a suitable reward. 
Money is being raised by contributions of 
people who pin to their coat lapels ribbons 
reading "It Wasn't Me."

Employers will tell you, and investigation will 


prove, that there are more absences from work on 
Mondays than on any other day of the week. One 
would think that most workers would be more tired, 
would catch cold more readily and feel less like 
working hard toward the end of the week than at 
the beginning. 
In these days when most workers are free Sat- 


urday afternoons and all day Sunday, and many 
are free all days Saturday and Sunday, it would be 
thought that with this prolonged rest from work 
they would be more fit for work Monday than any 
other day. But they are not. 


Why? Just as soon as they are free for the 


week-end many workers naturally feel that they ;ire 
on a holiday and that the "regular" routine of life 
must be broken. This idea of breaking the regular 
routine of work and life is excellent for a vacation 
—two or more weeks—but is not wise for a week- 
end holiday. 


While there arc some workers who engage in 


play—baseball, cricket, soccer, golf—there are more 
who use the week-end to simply cat and sleep. The 
sleeping or resting part is all right because many 
may need the rest, but eating, eating more than 
during the other days of the week, is what causes 
trouble. 
During the working days of the week the food 


eaten is used not only to maintain or keep the body 
processes going but any food left over from the 
working of the body processes is used up by the 
work done about the office or factory. There is thus, 
not much waste left in the body to be thrown out 
by the lungs, kidneys, skin and intestine. 


What happens when more food is eaten, more 


rest is taken, and little or no work is done? 


The wastes from all this extra food clog the 


liver, clog the intestine; clog the kidheys (not com- 
pletely or seriously of course) and the energy of 
the body is expended in overcoming the effects of 
these wastes in the blood and tissues. These wastes 
can and do tire the body as much as wastes created 
by actually working hard physically. The individual 
who eats more at the week-end and takes less exer- 
cise can be just as tired, just as ready to catch cold, 
as if lie had become tired from working hard.

In many respect* the act* of

members would win reelection on 
their records. 
In the first place, the Congress 


has appropriated about $13,wu,-

economic structure so that it will 
not be dependent, as it is today, 
an billions of dollars of govern- 
ment loans, grant* and subsidies.

Begins in Nation 


New York, Aug. 7 (*).—The na- 


tion's greatest assault on organ- 
ized crime, delving into under- 
world terrorism in half a dozen 
major cities, opened today with 
the presentation of a 500,000-word 
"encyclopedia of crime" before a 
special federal grand jury. 
Thirty patrolmen were assigned 


to guard witnesses in the sweeping 
investigation. 


Dominated by the shadowy fig- 


ure of Louis "Lcpke" Buchalter, 
42, beady-eyed Manhattan rack- 
eteer and will-o'-wisp target of an 
intensive "dead or alive" man- 
hunt, the inquiry was described by 
Attorney General Frank Murphy 
as the outgrowth of secret, con- 
certed action by federal agents for 
several months. 


Simultaneous offensives, Mur- 


phy said, will be launched in Chi- 
cago, New Orleans, Boston and 
other key centers, perhaps includ- 
ing Miami, Philadelphia and San 
Francisco. 


"One of the major objectives 


will be to get at corruption and 
crime in politics," the attorney 
general added. 


Although U. S. Attorney John 


T. Cahill, directing the nation- 
wide anti-crime war through a 
central "clearing house" here, said 
the inquiry was "broader than any 
case or criminal" it was known 
the grand jury would quickly di- 
rect its attention to the Buchalter 
case;
